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DETAILED ACTION 

This application, 09/765,921, has been examined. An action on the merits has been 
deferred. Claims 1-21 are pending. 

Restriction / Election 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-17, drawn to min-cut and/or ratio min-cut partitioning, classified 
in class 716, subclass 7. 

II. Claims 18-21, drawn to display data compression techniques on a 
monochrome viewpoint classified in class 345, subclass 418. 

2. Inventions I and II are distinct and therefore unrelated. Inventions are unrelated 
if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, 
MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the mapping and transformation of a circuit into a 
node-edge plain that comprises the min-cut partitioning method of the invention is 
separate from the observation and representation of the node-edge pairs that comprises 
the display data compression method of the invention. Further evidence of distinctness 
is found in Applicants' specification divided into two separate areas that discloses the 
two separate inventions: the min-cut partitioning commences on page 5 of Applicants' 
specification and the display data compression commences on page 15 of Applicants' 
specification. Still further, the claims do not link, or otherwise provide some relationship 
between these two inventions. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the foregoing reasons, supra, and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and 
further would require divergent fields of search, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

4. Applicants are reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendrnent_ofJnYentorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
